LONG EYELASHES 


It is an axiom that long eyelashes 
will make the eye beautiful. Every­ 
one knows that. But everyone does not 
know how to make the lashes grow 
long and silky and rich in color. 
To be effective, eyelashes need not 
necessarily be dark 
Some blondes 
have black lashes, a striking combina­ 
tion, but not always a beautiful one. 
Deep brown or light brown lashes with 
blonde hair are often a better frame 
for gray or light blue eyes. The color 
is not as important as lustre, thick­ 
ness and length. 
The first step in making the lashes 
beautiful involves a sacrifice. It means 
cutting the lashes shorter, and it will 
take many weeks for them to grow 
out to their full length again. But 
the results are quite worth the tem­ 
porary cutting. 
Use manicure scissors with curved 
points, these are safest because the 
points can be turned from the eye. 
Clip off the ends of the lashes only— 
you need not take off a great deal.

reach of charity and will recur yearly until the economic system

Secretary Hoover is aware of the size of the undertaking. 
So is Lloyd George and so, too, is the Allied Supreme Council. 
As Mr. Hoover points out: 
The famine in Russia is of an extent entirely beyond the re­ 
sources of all available private charities in the world. 
Premier Briand, of France, in the Supreme Council meeting 
proposed that all the Allies join with the United States and the 
other nations in giving help through the Red Cross and other re­ 
lief agencies. Lloyd George agreed, but insisted: 
“The Red Cross cannot perform the miracle of the five loaves 
and the two fishes. 
Relief must be organized immediately on a 
great scale, not only for the sake of Russia, but for the sake of the 
rest of the world,because typhus, cholera and other plagues in­ 
cident to famine w?ould cause more losses than the last war. 
If the job, as Secretary Hoover and Lloyd George agree, is , 
too big for the private charities of the world, international action , 
should be swift and sweeping. 
While the nations are formulate I 
ing their plans, the private relief organizations and the semi- j 
official charities must do what they can. 
America is ready now that the Soviets have furnished the 
first of the asked-for guarantees, the release of American prison 
ers.

And 
it has a joker which says that only 
1-5 of that 3 per cent shall corno in 
in any one month.

population In 1910 and has sent less 
than 500 here since the law became 
effective last June, the new’ restric­ 
tions don’t m atter very much. But 
when it comes to Greece, Poland.
